for a shortage in the winter supply 
cf storage eggs, and there is no tell­ 
ing how high the price of eggs may 
so r in the cold months, if present 
conditions last much longer, accord­ 
ing to dealers yesterday. 
“We have been drawing upon the 
storage stock 
ever 
since 
the 
hot 
weather first set in,” said A. G. Beck­ 
man. 
“More than one-third of the 
eggs placed in the coolers last spring 
have ’neon used, and if present eon- 
idtions continue much longer 
there 
will be a shortage next winter that 
will send prices skyward. 
‘‘Last winter we had a heavy sur­ 
plus, and the winter was so mild that 
the hens <r>ntinned to 
lay. 
The 
prices went down so low that many 
dealers lost heavily on their storage 
stock. 
The long hot spell of weather 
is bringing about an op|>osite situa­ 
tion, and prices of eggs are likely to 
be very high next winter if the de­ 
pletion of the stock now in tho cool­ 
ers continues.” 
J. A. Stewart, president of the Con­ 
sumers’ Egg and 
Commission 
com­ 
pany, said: 
“The eggs received now* 
are found to be so badly affected by 
(he hot weather that about one-third 
of them have to be condemned. 
“All have to be rehandled, in order 
to cull them. 
The receipts of good 
fresh eggs are inadequate, and deal­ 
ers continue to draw- on their stor­ 
age stock for good eggs. 
“There is no shortage yet, but the 
fact that dealers are compelled to 
draw' upon their storage 
stock 
at

Mr. Christopher states that the av­ 
erage daily reading of their meter 
shows that Warrensburg people are 
wasting 
thousands 
of 
gallons 
of 
water daily, as an average of 360/MM) 
g a llo n s have gone into the city mains 
daily the past week, not counting the 
day of the South Maguire street fire. 
That means nearly IOO gallons for 
every human being in the town, were 
it equally distributed. 
The water franchise compels them 
to grant flat rates where people de­ 
mand it, hence the company has no 
way of keeping'tab on the ”eckless 
users of water 
except 
to 
sleuth 
around the alleys and hunt them as 
they would for thieves—and that is 
an 
unpleasant 
proposition. 
Unless 
this sort of business stops a special 
officer will he put on to ferret out 
this class of water users and their 
supply will he entirely cut off.
